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PREFACE. 

This little volume 13 sent out in the hope that it 
may serve many a student who desires to learn German. 
It is my opinion that grammar study should accompany 
the reading exercises, so that the forms of all the 
words of the reading text may be thoroughly under- 
stood. While we have several excellent complete 
German grammars for schools and colleges, yet they 
necessarily contain a mass of statements- and rules 
alternating with exercises, that make it extremely 
difScult for the student to get into his mind a good 
outline, a bird's-eye-view, of all the parts of speech. 

In every branch of knowledge there are essentials 
which should be thoroughly learned, yes, memorized, 
by the student; and he is often puszled to know just 
what those essentials are to which he should cling. 
This book contains a brief outUae of the parts of 
speech, of the word-order, of case-constructions, and 
of the subjunctive mode; in fact, it gives those things 
which evety siudenl of German should master sometime 
early in his course. 

It is not intended that this book should take the 
place of a complete German grammar, because many 
details had to be omitted, to keep it within the bounds 
of "essentials." As the parts of speech are given in 
regular order, an index was not considered necessary, 
and is not inserted. 

While the outline is my own, I have received 
valuable hints from the excellent grammars of Whit- 
ney, Joynes and Thomas. My aim throughout has 
been to enable the student to grasp the subject more 
easily and thoroughly.

Before (?iving the conjug'ations it 

will be well to observe some diflerences between the 

German and English verbs. In German we have only 

the "simple form" of conjugation, and not the "pro- 

gfressive" and "emphatic" forms of English. For 

example, the three English forms, he loves, he is loving 

and he does love (all 3rd person, sing, number, indie, 

mode) are expressed by the one German form ft licbt. 

It is evident, therefore, that the English language is 

richer in verb forms in this particular, but German 

makes up this deficiency by giving full conjugations 

for such verbs as I5nnfn can, foDen shall, tDoUetl will, 

mlkftrit must, etc.
